DELAYED DISPATCHES, 

EUROPE. 

London, Dsc. 81. -A portion of the 
roof of a theater at Chalet, France, col- 
lapsed during a performance last night. 
There were aliout 1UU0 persona in the 
Iiouhc. The lights were extinguished 
and screams and groans tilled the air. 
About 150 persons were wounded, 
some, is feared, fatally. The theater 
•was a tenporary structure, ami was 
strained by recent storms. 

Dresden, Dec. 31. — The Uontinetal 
Express, tri-weekly, has been issued. 
It is the only English newspaper in 
Germany. 

Madrid, Dec. 31. — Further earth- 
quake shocks were experienced yester- 
day at \i\cz, Malaga, a city of 13,000 
people a few miles from iSLalaga. The 
shocks were of great violence, and 
many houses were entirely destroyed. 
The people were terror stricken, and 
abandoned the city altogether, and are 
now encamped out side the towli. .The 
telegraph station has hern removed to 
the same place. 

London, Dec. 151 — A -dispatch from 
Koine says the otter of Miss Cold well 
of Virginia to give §300,000 to found a 
Catholic University at New York simi- 
lar to the College of the Propaganda 
Fide at Home, will he submitted to 
the Pope, who intends conferring a 
mark of distinction upon the lady. 

Constantinople, Dec. 31. — Fires of 
insurection are smouldering the pop- 
ulace jof the city. The posting of 
Heditious placards is a nightly occur- 
rence. 

BeuliN, Dec. 31.— The National 
Zeitunc; says it is King Leopold's wish 
to see one of his father's descendants 
govorn the Congo state. It is proposed 
that the seal of the supreme govern- 
ment for that country shall bo Brussels 
with the international council in con- 
trol. 

Paris, Dec. .'51. — Lord Lyons, 
British ambassador to Paris, has asked 
Prime Minister Ferry whether the re- 
port that the governor of New Cale- 
donia was urging annexation of the 
New Hobrides, for us as a penal set- 
tlement for the worst class of convicts, 
has the approval of I'Yiuice. 
■ Paris, Dec. .'51. — Figaro states that 
four of the largest freight steamers at 
Havre leave with forty brigades for 
Tonquin, January 15th. This brigade 
cannot reach Ilai Chong earlier than 
March. It is intended to occupy Paoki, 
whilo Admiral Courbet attacks Canton. 

Caiko, IJcc. 30. — A dispatch from 
Korti, dated 7:45 this morning, says: 
General Stewart's expedition is six 
miles distant. General Wolseley aecom 
pained the troops fur a mile, ami then 
reviewed them as they marched past. 
Their route is through a flat, deserted 
country, in which no huts arc visible. 

London, Dec. 31. — Advices from 
Lariuca, Cyprus, say that defalcations 
amounting to §250,000 has been dis- 
covered in the revenue department. 
Many oflicials have lied to Asia Minor. 
Some of the account books were de- 
stroyed. 

London, Dec. 31. — The German ex- 
pedition to explore the African interi 
or has returned to Amburg, Guinea, 
on the west coast of Africa. The na- 
tives refused to allow the expedition to 
proceed. 

Traders at the French colony of Ga- 
boon, Africa, complain that unless the 
heavy import duties are reduced they 
will be obliged to close their establish- 
ments. It is stated that French houses 
arc aufferinu equally with English 
houses, although the tariff on English 
goods is GO per cent. higher than 
French goods. 

The C'ameroons have been in an un- 
settled state since annexation by Ger- 
many. The traders are anxiously await- 



ing a bettor government. The natives 
aro revolting in consequence of the 
English house arresting natives for 
debt During a conflict the natives 
made one of the traders prisoner.

A FATHER'S INSANE SAC- 
RIFICE. 



ttv Kills his Child Induces his 
Wife to Cnt her Throat 
and llltill Cut his Own. 

Cheiiams. W. T, IVc. 29.— This 
town was this morning the scene of one 
of the most shocking tragedies that ever 
occured in the territory. William 
Pearson, while visiting at the house ol' 
bis father-in-law, Judge Dillinbagh, 
killed his child and then cut his own 
throat, and after persuading his wife 
to do the same. 

The particulars, briefly told are us 
follows: During the night Pearson 
took a tit, which left his mind in a 
state of melancholy and madness. He 
imagined that some power was ilirect- 
ihl; linn to oiler his child as a .sacrifice, 
which he finally did, accomplishing the 
deed with some heuvy instrument,, 
crushing the little one's skull in n 
frightful manner. He then railed in 
his wife, and showed her the fearful 
accomplishment of his insane idea. The 
unfortunate mother was so horrified 
at the sight of her dead child that her 
mind must have also become unbalanc- 
ed, for she cut her own throat, at the 
suggestion of her husband, lie agreei ng 
to follow her example. Pearson then 
seized the bloody knife from hi* wife's 
hand and completed the terrible tragedy 
by cutting his own throat 

When the two were found thov were 
almost dead. A physician was hurried 
ly summonsed, but it is thought that 
the injured man and wife are beyond 
recovery. 

It is neadless to add that the shock- 
ing affair created int&nse excittnent, 
All the pat ties are well known, and 
relatives and friends of the family are 
and dazed with the grief. Many attri- 
bute the rash deetl to the strong faith 
the parties hail in spiritualism. 

CEIHISTIUAS IN THE ARCTIC. 

Preparations for the Holiday at 
Cape Sabine. 

Washington, Dec. 24. — The Na- 
tional Kepublican will print lu morrow 
oxtiacts from the diary of Lieutenant 
Lockwood of the Greely Arctic colony, 
describing the manner in which the 
starving party spent their last Christ- 
mas at Cape Sabine in the Arctic re- 
gion. Lieutenant Lockwood kept a di- 
ary in short-hand, which has been tran- 
scribed by a member of his family, and 
he appears to have made a full record 
of everything of importance which hap- 
pened in the daily life of the partv. 
The extracts which the Kepublican will 
print relate how, as Christmas drew 
near, the officers and men joined in talk 
of home and planned grand things for 
the time when they should reach the 
civilized world and how they made 
preparations forafeastou the approach- 
ing Christmas by setting apart small 
portions of their daily rations. 

On Christmas evening ho added to 
his scanty savings, for the next day's 
feast, half his bread and his piece of 
lemon, and he wrcte in his book. 

To-night is Christmas evo and my 
thoughts are turned towards home. 
God preserve me to see this day next 
year and enjoy it at home with those I 
love, To-morrow is to be pretty much 
a repetition of Thanksgiving. I have 
saved up my rum and bread; I think of 
my children at home, the Christmas 
tree to-night, and the toys, etc., but my 
fingers are too cold to write more, I 
picture to myself my dear father and 
mother, sister3, Harry mv niece 
mid brothers-in-law all sitting around 
the table to-morrow. Turkey and mince 
pics are strewn on the table. Many 
thoughts are turned toward me and 
where I am at this moment. 

The entry for Christinas Day is as 
follows: 

Dee 25th. — Barometer '29. c J-'i ther 
uiometer '-'7.5. Christmas. We have all 
been talking and waiting anxiously for 
the hour and it iB hear now (5 p. m. ) 
nearly gone. Breakfast consisted of thin 
soup of peas and carrots, with a little 
blubber and some spoonfuls of pota- 
toes. This we had at G o'clock. Cloud 
berries, were served out (two cans to 
each mess), and at 1 P. H. we lighted 
up for the event of the day, dinner, 
which consisted of a fine rich .stew of 
seal meat, peas, onions, a little blubber, 
potatoes and bread crumbs. After this 
we had, in course of an hour or so, a 
fine, nice stew, with raisins and a little 
milk. These were pretty much the 
same dishes as at Thanksgiving, but 
the cooks made a great deal on that 
day, and the meals seemed better. The 
cooks are now preparing some fine 
chocolate, anil that will be followed by 
ii punch of one gill of ruin to each man, 
The party have been in tine spirits to- 
day. Cheers were given after breakfast 
for Lieutenant Greely, Uorporal Elli- 
son, Rice, and the two cooks. It was 
agreed that we should give each of the 
Esquimaux 50 cents from each member 
of the expedition, to be kept up for 
next Christmas. Kislingbury was kind 



enough fo make for each of the party a 
cigarette. Many of us are out of tobac 
co entirely. 

Yesterday has passed, but I find my 
notes of yesterday very imperfect. The 
day was a great success. We all had 
enough or nearly enough. I had eight 
ounces extra which I hail saved up, 
one ounce of butter beside, and rum of 
the Sunday before. U was agreed early 
in the morning that nothing should be 
said to mar the pleasure of the day. 
Many kindly thoughts were cxpressod 
for those at home, and, oh! how often 
we spoke of what was going on at our 
several homes. After dinner ive had 
songs in all languages.

KSQUIMALT GRAVING DOCK. 

The arrangement untile betweou the gov- 
eminent of Canada and this province rc- 
specting the viug dook .it Esqtiiiuolt whs 
thut portion of the Settlement Bill which 
gate most relief to tho public mind. The 
original ogreement fiR to this work was 
that tho Dominion government should 
guarantee the interest for ten years from 
tho date of the completion of it at 5 per 
cent, per umiio, on bach sum us might be 
required, not exceeding £ 1(10,001) sterling. 
This was the most ambiguous and unsatis- 
factory of the terms of union. Tho follow- 
ing vvns the result of negotiations respect- 
ing it which we need not describe m detail: 
The Homo government agreeil to give a 
bonus of £50,000 and Canada a like bonus 
— the province to construct the work. For 
a time, under one government, the 
work was pushed on; hut their successors, 
the Into government, threw everything into 
confui in. and involved the province in 
enormous, totally unexpected money ad- 
vances and liabilities, which caused much 
alarm in the public mind. The works be- 
came u provisional infirmary for partisan 
malingerers. Mismanagement reach 
climax when a stoppage became necessary 
owing to the want of cement— an article 
that has to be imported from England. The 
government, immersed in humdrum aud 
petty iutrigues, had forgotten i" import 
about §120,000 worth of cemoiU. This al- 
most incredible fact was established by the 
investigations ol a committee of the house 
of assembly, with other damning facts to 
which wti need not now allude. The alarm 
of the public was now mingled with indig- I 
nation, and the electors on being appealed I 
to si-it members to the house of assembly I 
with a peremptory mandate t'. refuse sanc- 
tion to tiny further expenditure on the .lock. 
I'ndei these chccinstarces the present gov- 
ernment had to make tho best of a very 
difficult fuse, mid the way in which they 
succeeded in dealing with it is universally 
acknowledged to be tho brightest feather in 
their cap. They induced Canada to take 
over the works and agree, with the aid of 
the Imperial appropriation, to complete 
them, and to pay to the proviuco, as the 
price of relieving it from an intolerable 
burden, the sum u! $250,000; and further, 
whatever amounts the provincial govetil- 
meut had expended, or that remaiued due 
for work or material performed or supplied 
since the 27th Juno, 188:2 Canada has to 
maintain ami work the dock after it is 
finished. As tho roal advantage of the 
dock to the province is not in its hire but 
in the local expenditure for wages and 
material necessary in the it. pairs ol vessels 
in the dock, the arrungemont, as above said, 
is considered l>y the public to be very satis- 
factory. Canada supplies the pot and the 
cook and we eat tho pudding. A contract 
was entered into by the Canadian govern- 
ment on the 12th November last with a re- 
sponsible tirm of contractors whose agent 
is now in the province. It is desirable that 
tho dock should bo lengthened. Its stipu- 
lated longth on the tloor is 100 feet, but the 
trans- Pacific ocean steamers will probably 
be 000 feet m length. It is evident that a 
400 feet dock would not answer their re- 
quirements. 1 ho dock must be lengthened.

RECIPROCITY, 



At a meeting of the Now York board of 
trade, the oilier day, It was voted to sub- 
mit, with favorable recommendations, 
two important propositions to the national 
board. One of these was the abolition of 
taxes and licences on commercial travelers; 
tho second was a reciprocity treaty with 
Canada. Tho first of those though an Im- 
portant measure is not of particular inter- 
est to us, but it U placed in the same 
category with the second by many whose 
interests clash with those of New York . 
The tax oti commercial travelers seems a 
groat hardship to New York merchants, 
but small country dealers have to pay 
liconces and taxes, and it is those whom 
the drummers propose to undersell. As 
the national board is bound to protect 
the interests of all sections of the country 
it is probable that the. wishes of New 
York will not bo granted, and the same 
policy may defeat a proposed commercial 
treaty with Canada. Kaste.ru manufac- 
turers would ho delighted to have the Ca- 
nadian market opened to them, but other 
classes, especially the agriculturalists, will 
oppose any Jiluiissiou of products which 
will clash with their own. The same op- 
position which is now being made to the 
Spanish- American and Hawaiian treaties 
would moot n Canadian reciprocity treaty. 
The prevalent feeling in tho western and 
Pacific states is that the bonofits expected 
to result to the country from those treaties 
are chimerical; that thoy are in the inter- 
ests of a certain class of merchants, and 
that at best tho advantages would be 
short lived, as a tariff which favored the 
United Stales might, ere long, be extend- 
ed to Kuropoan countries, with whose 
manufactures the Americans would then 
have to compote. 



POTTING THEIR FEET INTO IT.

And the revenue for the use of 
every council duly elected shall commence 
with tho legal collections from tho lirst 
day of the year in which the said council 
was elected until tho end of the said year. "

questions have been answered tho colony of 
New South Wales will be prepared cordially 
to operate with other Australian colonies in 
taking whatever steps may be necessary. 
James Service, prime minister of tho 
colony, has sent the governor of Victoria 
a noto, recounting the assurances of the 
imperial government that settlement by 
any foreign power of New Guinea was 
improbable, and would be regarded as an 
unfriendly act In consequence of these 
assurances, the premier says, the colonists 
confided in the government to protect 
their interests. The colonists are indig- 
nant that, while forbiddon to act for 
themselves, the government should allow 
Germany to step in. Tho premier and 
tho governor have sunt a telegram to Earl 
Deiby, imperial colonial secretary, urging 
him to telegraph authority to A u&tralia 
to lake the necessary steps to secure the 
islands remaining available, ami convey- 
ing a rigorous protest on behalf of Vic- 
toria against tho inaction of the imperial 
government.

W, A. Robertson thought, that 
the ratepayers should know by whom tho 
debts were contracted, for this year they 
were askod to pay for a logal debt con- 
tracted four years ago. 

Coun. Wrigleaworth said that they 
might as woll have the name of appealing 
to Canada. Tho present council hud got 
a pretty hard name, and thoy probably 
could net make it worse. The next coun- 
cil would have to do something if they 
did not.

Parmors' Posts, 

To the Editor: — May I bo permitted 
a little space in your vuluable paper to 
mako a fow remarks on a subject which I 
think ia of groat and increasing import- 
ance to the agricultural interests of tho 
province. Farmers have, perhaps, more 
enemies to deal with than men of any 
othor business. Probably tho most 
numerous and most destructive of those 
enemies aro "noxious iiiBocts," small and 
insignificant as they are individually, they 
thoroughly understand and act up to tho 
proverb, "Union ia Strength." 

Many people have not iho least. idea of 
tho amount of damage dono by these httlo 
pests, and the tn. mors who do know, from 
bitter oxperiouco, aro, as a rule, quite 
unablo to prevent it. I propose to give a 
fow instances of damage dono by insects, 
and then suggest, what seoins to mo, to 
bo tbo suroat preventative and most prac- 
tical roinody. 

Bliss Ormorod, consulting entomologist 
to the '"Royal Agricultural Society of 
England," says, in ono of hor yearly re- 
ports, that tho injury dono to cattle in 
tho Unitod Kingdom each year by ono in- 
sect, the common "hatt tly," is not less 
than §0 per head. 

Mr. das. Fetcher, vice-president of tho 
"Entomological Society of Ontario," con- 
clusively proved before tho select com- 
mittee appointed by the house of com- 
mons to inquire into the best means of 
developing agriculture in Canada, that 
insects in Canada cause an annual loss of 
at least $20,000,000. A few years ago 
ono specie, the "Hessian tly," destroyed 
in one Hoason §8,000,000 worth of wheat 
in Canada. 

Dr. Lintner, state entomologist for the 
state uf_ New York, Rays that in ono year 
tho loss of wheat in that stato alone, 
caused by tho depredations of tho "wheat- 
midge" was at leaat 15,000,000 bushels. 
In this province, though it is compara- 
tively young as an agricultural country, 
we have many complaints of injury dono 
to crops by insects; and this injury will, 
undoubtedly increase as the country is 
opened up, 

Without multiplying instances, it is 
evident to anyone who has given the sub- 
ject u thought thut in a growing province 
like British Columbia, this is a vory 
serious matter. Moreover, this is de- 
cidedly a caao m which "a stitch in. time 
saves nine." I think wo ought to meet 
this dilliculty in tho same way that wo do 
other ills that "Hush is hoirto." If wo 
are ill wo pay a physician to tind out what 
nils us and prescribes a remedy. If a 
tooth nft'oiids us we engage a dentist to 
•'pluck it out." In fact, whatever our 
trouble may be, we employ a man who 
has made that particular trouble his lifo 
study to rid ua of it. Tho most natural 
way then of chock-mating our littlo 
enemies is to employ an entomologist, 
who has made entomology his life-study, 
to toll us what moves to make against our 
persistent little foes. Our pushing cousins 
over the border have already for some 
years adopted this plan. Tho United 
States government spends yearly many 
thousand dollars in thus assisting agricul- 
ture; and in addition to this many of 
the statoH have duly appointed and sal- 
aried stato entomologists. Surely, then, 
it would only ho printout for this province 
to spend a fow hundred dollars annually 
in engaging a competent entomologist 
and assisting him to study our noxious 
innocts (now species of which come yearly 
undor notice), so as to enable him to 
prescribe remedies for them. T. C. U.

Thoy said they 
were man and wife, and had come 
froni Canada as ambassadors from 
Lord Hal ford, who had been attracted 
by the younger Austin by the fame lie 
had made in political circles in the 
States, and who desired to have him 
become the husband of his only daugh- 
ter, the rich and beautiful lady 
Anne. Old Mr. Austin furnished funds 
to these two strangers to return to 
Canada and arrange for the marriage, 
and subsequently Bent them hundreds 
dollars, which they said wore necessary 
in the preliminary formalities of the 
proposed wedding. These two swindlers 
were evidently aided by parties in 
Attica, who shared in the money from 
the credulous father and son; and when 
the story of the operations became 
known friends of the Austins interfer- 
ed ami stopped l he game. 

When the Republican National Con- 
vention met in Chicago "last summer, 
letters wore sent by practical jokers to 
the younger Austin, signed with the 
names of Republican leaders, stating 
that the party must have his influence 
once more, and offering him the second 
place on the national ticket. Old Mr. 
Austin insisted that Eugene must go 
to Chicago and hick after his interests 
hiniKelf. Jte gave money to a large 
number of persons to pay their expen 
see to Chicago, where they were to 
boom his son, and sent them to Chi 
cago to work for him. He invested in 
banners, mottoes and decorations for 
the train, and i) fid all his arrangements 
made for the starting of the party, 
when another son, Elbridge Austin, 
who had long in vain protested against 
the actions of his fathes and brother, 
asked and obtained the interference of 
the courts, and the Chicago scheme 
was slopped by legal proceedings 

The practical jokers still kept up 
their wo king on the weakness of the 
old man and son, am! they received as 
suranco that the latter would certainly 
be the Democratic nomtneo for Vice- 
President.. When Hendricks was nomi- 
nated old Mr, Austin insisted that 
now that they had been betrayed by 
both parties, they should go to work 
and defeat them both, and this was to 
ho done by Rugeno becoming an inde- 
pendent candidate for President, which 
he did. Just before the election he re- 
ceived fi letter written on the official 
paper of the Governor and signed with 
ii is name, begging Austin to withdraw 
from the canvass in his (Cleveland's) 
\ or, as that would surely give the 
Jjt nocrats the victory and in return 
the Pref'.dentwould make him a member 
of the Cabinet. Austin withdrew. Last 
week he went to Albany and haunted 
the executive chamber for two or three 
days, endeavoring to secure the prom- 
ised appointment. He spent a great 
deal of money and was bled right and 
left by pretended intimate friends of 
the Presidentelect. This reached the 
ears of his brother and ho M en!, to 
Albany and induced him to return 
horn e. 

It is reported that the brother will 
now use every means to ascertain who 
the men are who have been prompting 
Eugene in this and other matters, and 
if successful will test in the courts the 
question as to whether thny cannot be 
held responsible for damages, as his 
father and son have wasted large sums 
of money in consequence of the sugges- 
tions mid encouragement given them in 
their extravagant schemes. Proceeding 
to settle the question of their sanity 
and tho custody of then- property will 
be also begun,

The jury returned a ver 
diet of manslaughter in the third de- 
gree. When the jury had retired the 
Judge, in a trembling voice said:

"There is no such decision as that 
justified by law, and a Judge who lias 
a grain of legal learning would uot 
give, such a ruling, ' said tin- attorney. 

"Vou dirty little shyster," roared the 
[Judge; "for a cent 1 would throw this 
ftW bonk at, your head.'' 

"If you did you would throw away 
more law than you ever bad in your 
head," retorted the attorney.
